(a)  In  towns  of  50,000  or  more. 

In  the  third  week  of  May,  June,  July,  August  and  September 
of  even-numbered  years.  The  day  of  the  week  shall  be  des- 
ignated by  the  board  of  admission  of  electors.  The  sessions 
shall  be  held  at  such  hours,  but  not  less  than  three  con- 
secutive hours,  between  9  a.m.  and  8  p.m.  as  the  board  des- 
ignates. 

On  the  Saturday  of  the  fifth  week  before  each  regular 
election  from  9  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  The  board  may  publicly  ad- 
journ this  session  from  time  to  time,  if  necessary,  until  the 
Saturday  of  the  fourth  week. 

On  Saturday  of  the  fourth  week  from  9  a.m.  to  8  p.m. 
On  the  last  weekday  before  the  election  for  not  less  than 
two  hours  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  for  the  purpose  of  ad- 
mitting those  persons  whose  rights  have  matured.  They 
shall  not  have  power  to  admit  any  applicant  on  this  day 
whose  qualification  of  age  or  residence  matured,  or  who  was 
naturalized  on  or  before  the  Saturday  of  the  fourth  week  before 
the  election. 

(b)  In  towns  of  10,000  to  49.999. 

Same  as  for  (c)  except  that  the  session  on  the  Saturday  of 
the  fifth  week  before  the  regular  election  shall  be  held 
from  9  a.m.  to  8  p.m. 
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(c)  In  towns  of  5.000  to  9.999» 

In  the  third  week  of  June,  July,  August  and  September  of 
even-numbered  years.  The  day  of  the  week  shall  be  des- 
ignated by  the  board  for  admission  of  electors.  The 
sessions  shall  be  held  at  such  hours,  but  not  less  than 
three  consecutive  hours,  between  9  a.m.  and  8  p.m.  as 
the  board  designates. 

On  the  Saturday  of  the  fifth  week  before  each  regular 
election  from  9  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  The  board  may  publicly 
adjourn  this  session  from  time  to  time,  if  necessary,  until 
the  Saturday  of  the  third  week. 

On  the  Saturday  of  the  fourth  week  from  9  a.m.  to  8  p.m. 
On  the  last  weekday  before  the  election  for  not  less  than 
two  consecutive  hours  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  for  the 
purpose  of  admitting  those  persons  whose  rights  have 
matured.  They  shall  not  have  power  to   admit    any  appli- 
cant on  this  day  whose  qualification  of  age  or  residence 
matured,  or  ^o  was  naturalized  on  or  before  the  Saturday 
of  the  third  week  before  the  election. 

(d)  In  towns  of  2,000  to  4,999. 

Same  as  for  (c)  except  that  there  is  no  session  in  the 
third  week  of  June. 

(e)  In  towns  of  less  than  2,000.

Also  in  any  town  with  fewer  than  1,500  registered  voters, 
the  town  meeting  may  authorize  the  board  to  hold  sessions 
at  different  hours  from  those  specified;  however,  any  such 
session  must  be  held  between  9  a.m.  and  8  p.m.  and  must 
be  for  not  less  than  three  consecutive  hours.  (S.  408-9c). 
(2)  In  the  other  set  of  provisions,  the  town  meeting  may 
authorize  sessions  on  days  and  hours  in  addition  to  those 
listed  in  (1).  However,  no  such  sessions  shall  be  authorized 
to  be  held  during  the  four  weeks  prior  to  any  regular  election. 
Any  session  authorized  shall  be  for  not  less  than  three  con- 
secutive hours  between  9  a.m.  and  8  p.m.  (S.  410c). 

The  board  must  give  notice  of  the  times  and  places  of  its 
sessions  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  published  or  circulated 
in  its  town  and  by  posting  the  notice  on  the  signpost  of  the 
town  at  least  three  days  before  any  such  session.
